Town plans bin enforcement

It has been a year since the Town of Didsbury imple¬ 
mented tits green bin program, and council members 
say they have noticed a lot of strengths, but believe 
there is still some work to be done. 

In an effort to encourage recycling, the green bin 
pickup was introduced to allow residents the opportu¬ 
nity to collect compostable materials apart from their 
regular household garbage. 

“We have seen success in being able to divert com¬ 
postable products from going to the landfill site, but 
we still have seen contamination in the green bins 
where people are including things that shouldn’t be 
there, particularly plastic bags." 

During a council meeting last week, officials dis¬ 
cussed ways in which the program can have greater 
success. 

Conn. Ernie Ryckman agreed that bins that are being 
packed past capacity have become all-too regular. 

“On my jog this morning, I checked 173 bins and 52 
were overflowing,” he remarked. 

Council decided they will now campaign to increase 
awareness, education, and enforcement regarding use 
of the bins. 

“We would like to start an enforcement program that 
has always been there but never been utilized, as we 


cling more and making sure what’s in the green bins is 
what should be there,” said Wittal. 

Included in their changes is a policy that will bring a 
greater awareness to new residents. 

Once they request a black or green bin for their 
home, town workers will drop off the bins with infor¬ 
mation explaining the list of examples of what should 
be tossed in each container, and a schedule of their 
pickups. 

“As well, we will start having an employee...check¬ 
ing on bins to make sure people are starting to comply 
and if not, they will place notices on the bins which 
will indicate their violation,” said Wittal. 

“After a while we will not be picking up bins, if they 
are not closed.” 

While enforcement policies have been included in 
town bylaws, Wittal says council wanted to provide 
residents time to become adjusted to the new system. 

“We wanted to allow people to get used to the 
process, hut now it is on to the next step and time to 
encourage them to take it to the next level.” 

Residences that continually have overflowing black 
bins will be offered the opportunity of a second black 
bin, which Ryckman says can be useful for those that 
have big families. 

However, repeat offenders will receive a $50 service 
fee on their utility bill.

The town waited for the announcement on Canadian 
Rural Infrastructure Fund (CAMRIF) approval from the 
province prior to finalizing its budget. 

Two nuyor infrastructure projects, including a storm

“If we received the funding from the government, that 
would have made life a little simpler,” said Wittal. 

“Now what we’ll have to do is go with plan B on both 
projects, where we will not do as much as we would have 
liked to if we got the total funding.”

Double standard on 
death penalties not 
acceptable

The debate over whether 
Canadians sentenced to death in 
other countries should receive 
help from the federal govern¬ 
ment in seeking clemency has 
taken a troubling turn with reve¬ 
lations that a double standard may be at work. 

Last year the Harper government announced it 
would no longer seek clemency on behalf of 
Canadians condemned in democratic countries. 

"We will not actively pursue bringing back to 
Canada murderers facing the death penalty in a 
democratic country," Public Safety Minister 
Stockwell Day told the House of Commons. "It 
would send a wrong message. We w ant to preserve 
public safety here in Canada." 

The change focused attention on the fate of a 
former Red Deer man, Ron Smith, convicting in 
tin* vicious murder of two men in Montana in 1982. 

Smith pleaded guilty to murder charges and is 
currently on death row. 

Smith wants the federal government to work in 
his behalf, hoping to be transferred to Canada to 
serve his sentence. 

Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson says Smith 
should face the music for his crimes, without 
intervention by tin* Canadian government, 

"The guy is definitely guilty and he has admitted 
to it," s;iid Thompson, a Sundre resident. "They 
know that he executed these two people, in his 
own words, because he wanted to see what it felt 
like to kill someone. The consequences for doing 
that in the state of Montana are pretty severe. 

"He went through the process, through the 
courts like he would in any democratic country. 
He was found guilty and now In* must pay the 
price. The point is there are laws in other lands 
and you’ve got to live by the law of the land." 

Yet it has now been revealed that Stockwell Day, 
I*ublic Safety Minister, recently travelled to Saudi 
Arabia to speak on behalf of Montreal resident 
Mohamed Kohail, facing execution for murder. 

"We urge Saudi authorities to overturn the death 
sentence," Day reportedly said. 

Whether the Harper governments decision to 
help Kohail but not Smith will have any impact on 
the fate of either man remains to be seen. 
Nevertheless, the decision to stop seeking clemen¬ 
cy for one Canadian while advocating for another 
does look a lot like a double standard. 

A key part of the Canadian legal system is tin* 
presumption that everyone should be treated 
equally under the law, and that does not appear to 
be happening when it comes to these cases. 

While there may be a great deal of difference 
between the Smith and Kohail cast's, is it fair for 
the government to pick and choose in this fashion? 
Does anyone really believe it should In* up to 
Stockwell Day or Stephen Harper to decide 
whether someone lives or dies?

The ugly truth about pesticides

A real estate agent once visited me at 
home and offered to sell my house. I 
wits tempted for alnml a nanosecond 
before turning him down cold. 

The house where I’ve lived for 
decades in Vancouver Ls not just a prop¬ 
erty to me. My home - es|»ecially the 
Ixtekyard - means so much more. The 
backyard isn’t just my own private 
place of refuge in the summer. It’s a 
sacrt*d place for my family as well. 

It’s where my kids playist tag as chil¬ 
dren and where they now socialize with 
their friends as adults. It’s when* my 
wife and I hold family barbecues and 
dinners in the summer. And it’s where 
my father-in-law gets down on his 
hands and knees to pull weeds and 
tend to the St. John's Wort and tulips. 
Our |M*t dog, Hucklelierry, was even 
buried in the backyard when he died. 

I wouldn't trade any of my memories 
that have taken place on that small 
stretch of grass for anything in the 
world. I know I’m not alone in my pas¬ 
sion. (hir yards and gardens are a sym- 
bolic zone, a private sanctuary. Our 
public piirks an* also treasured spaces; 
they’re the public commons where we 
can throw Frisbees, play volleyball, 
read a l>ook, or (my favourite) take a 
nap. 

There’s tieen a tremendous amount 
of interest in gn*en spaces recently 
And w ith good reason Many of the pri- 
vate yards and public p;trks that we 
et\joy are coated with toxic chemical 
|K*sticides to kill weeds The problem Ls 


that they work too well and exposure 
to them can damage our health. 

In 200:1, the Ontario College of 
Family Physicians published a scientif¬ 
ic literature review that showed "con¬ 
sistent links to serious illnesses, such 
as cancer, reproductive problems and 
neurological diseases" associated with 
chronic pesticide exposun*. 

It stands to reason that children and 
pets are often more exposed since 
they're the ones most likely to lie found 
rolling playing on the grass during the 
summer months. Children art* also 
more vulnerable to the health effects of 
pesticide exposure Ixh - attse their y<ning 
bodies are still developing. 

So what exactly are we spraying on 
our lawns? At least 50 active pesticide 
ingredients registered for use in 
Canada have been banned in other 
countries due to health or environmen¬ 
tal concerns. One popular lawn herbi¬ 
cide called "2,4-D" can easily be found 
in products lining the garden can* sec¬ 
tion of your local hardware store. But 
don’t look for it in Denmark, Norw ay or 
Sweden. The herbicide 2,4-D is no 
longer sold in Scandinavia because of 
health and environmental concerns. 

Another report, published by my 
foundation, showed that more than 
<>,000 cases of acute pestickie poison¬ 
ing occur in Canada each year. Even 
more frightening, half of those poison¬ 
ings involve children under six. 

Despite the clear evidence against 
chemical pesticides, more than .'Ml |>er 
cent of Canadians with gardens still use 
them. But there is evidence that this 
practice may In* coming to an end. 


Many cities have passed bylaws ban¬ 
ning the use of these law'n and garden 
pesticides. We can look forward to the 
day when a neighbour applying tlK*se 
chemicals to their yards will seem as 
out-of-place as a smoker lighting up a 
cigarette on a transatlantic flight. 

That day may be just around the cor¬ 
ner - at least in some parts of (’anacla. In 
200:1, Quebec banned the use and sale 
of many lawn pesticides. Now, the 
Ontario government is proposing simi¬ 
lar legislation. The Government of PEI 
also recently held hearings on a poten¬ 
tial province-wide ban. Provincial 
action is important, because while 
cities and towns can restrict the use of 
these chemicals on public and private 
property, provincial governments have 
the |>ower lo ban the side of cosmetic 
pesticides. Pulling the prohibited prod- 
uets from store* shelves is the best way 
to make sure* they aren’t used. 

1 hope that residents across Canada 
- especially in Ontario and PEI - make 
their voices heard on this issue. 

Remembering the great times I’ve 
had in my backyard, like watching my 
kids play, chatting with my father-in- 
law while he tends the giink*n and hav¬ 
ing friends over for a summer dinner 
are* incredible experiences. I’m sure* 
most Canadians have similar memories 
that have taken place in their own 
backyards. We should In* able to enjoy 
these green sanctuaries without worry¬ 
ing alHHit chemicals. And so should our 
children.

As Naidoo describes il, the strong prejudice towards non¬ 
whites in South Africa meant she and her family were not 
free to be successful like they ended up being in Canada 
“We had no rights there, we couldn’t vote there, till 
because of the colour of our skin,” she said. 

Naidoo’s grade schooling was completed in Didsbury, 
including graduating from Didsbury High School where her 
mother worked as a teacher and her father as the principal. 

In high school, Naidoo was a natural in writing and public 
speaking.

Naidoo took the party’s demands hack to her employer 
who quickly shot down their discriminatory conditions, and 
retracted interest in the interview.

“You do a job and you do it on your merits. You go for the 
stories that are tough to get. To have someone give it to you 
because you sold it to them, and basically say ‘yeti, but not 
you,’ was really hard for me to get my head around." 

When Naidoo returned to her southern Alberta stomping 
grounds, getting a position with Global Calgary, then 
known as Calgary Seven, her expectation was that il would 
only he a brief stay. 

“Tliis was my home, this was my backyard, but 1 thought

A long-standing relationship 
between Didsbury and Miki Town 
continued with town representa¬ 
tives leaving for another trip to 
Japan last week. 

The group participating in the 
annual venture east includes 
Mayor Brian Wittal, municipal 
clerk Luana Smith, and some 
Didsbury High School students 


Four months after killing 
a Calgary hunter in the Ya 
Ha Tinda area west of 
Sundre, the Grizzly bear 
sow responsible for the 
attack was captured and 
put down last week. 

Don Allan Peters, 51, 
was hunting 00 kilometres 
west of Sundre when he 
was reported missing on 
Nov. 25. His body was 
found on Nov. 28 and a 
later autopsy confirmed he 
had been killed by a griz¬ 
zly. 

Hair samples found with 
the body were used to 
determined the bear’s 
DNA. 

The sow was captured 
on Mar. 4 in a culvert trap 
about 1.5 kilometres from 
the site where Peter’s body 
was found. 

The animal was 
destroyed after DNA test 
confirmed it was the killer 
bear, said Sustainable 
Resource Development 
spokesperson Dave Ealey. 

Asked why the animal 
was destroyed, he said, 
“The potential for it to be a 
hazard to other humans 
was a consideration and I 
think that any animal that 
causes a human fatality 
can expect that to be the 
consequence." 

An animal autopsy will 
be conducted on the sow- 
in the next few days to 
determine its age and 
whether it was suffering 
from disease, he said. 

“It appears the animal 
was in good condition," he 
said. 

Two year-and-a-half old 
cubs were captured in a 
second culvert trap near 
where the sow was cap¬ 
tured. 

The cubs, which 
belonged to the sow, are 
being held pending a deci¬ 
sion on whether to release 
them hack into the wild, he 
said. That decision could 
come as early as this week. 

Culvert traps had been 
set up around the area 
where Peters' body was 
found by search and res¬ 
cue personnel. It was 
found about 200 metres 
from the roadway where 
Peters’ truck was recov¬ 
ered earlier in the search. 

The culvert traps, which 
are essentially a largo bar¬ 
rel with bait inside, were 
locked during the winter 
and reactivated in March. 

A large area around the 
site where Peters’ body 
was found had been closed 
to the public. 

Fish and Wildlife officers 
from Sundre, Cochrane, 
Rocky Mountain House 
and elsewhere took part in 
the search for the animal. 

“I think everyone will be 
pleased that we have cap¬ 
tured that hear and that it 
was the right one," he said. 
“We felt it was important 
that we had the right bear."

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Crop producers face record prices

The stakes are higher than ever as 
area farmers prepare to seed their fields 
this spring, according to crop specialists 
and recent market reports. 

“We’re at record prices on almost all 
crops. Albertaa farmers have never seen 
levels this high before," says provincial 
crop market analyst Charlie Pearson. 

The price of canola has jumped 40 to 
rg) per cent over last year, while crops 
like red spring wheat and durum have 
more than doubled in value. 

According to Alberta Agriculture’s 
most recent weekly crop market review, 
May’s barley futures closed at $233 per 
tonne on the Winnipeg Futures last 
Friday. 

That compares to $183.50 this time 


last year. 

Wheat closed at $300 per tonne com¬ 
pared to $151 this time last year. 

May futures contracts for canola 
closed at $614.60 by the end of trading 
last Friday, up significantly from the 
$351.10 being offered this time last year. 

Pearson says area framers could make 
a substantial profit this year, after 10 
years of struggling with poor returns. 

“It’s all thanks to a battle for acres 
worldwide that’s keeping prices higher 
at home," he said. 

Four billion bushels of corn are 
expected to go into ethanol production 
in the l!S this year - up from three bil¬ 
lion last year - putting a squeeze on 
corn and grain markets, he said. 

He added that wealth in Asia has trig¬ 
gered huge demand for oilseeeds and 
feed grains. 


“And a global shortage of wheat has 
been building for years as farmers opted 
for more profitable crops, and consump¬ 
tion outstripped production. Everything 
is light. Competition for acres among 
crops is fierce and drives up prices.” 

The most valuable crop area prod- 
cuers have ever grown may also be one 
of the most expensive as well. 
Phosphorus (P) fertilizer prices are 
approaching $ 1,100/tonne. 

With spring fertilizer prices at or close 
to record highs for most products, grow¬ 
ers may be tempted to reduce fertilizer 
rates on their canola for this coming 
season. 

John Mayko, senior agronomy special¬ 
ist with the Canola Council of Canada, 
says farmers who cut fertilizer rates 
may end up cutting profits. 

Mayko points out that higher than 


average canola prices mean growers 
will need to use generous rates of nitro¬ 
gen to achieve optimum net returns. As 
well, other nutrients such as phospho¬ 
rus and sulphur must be at adequate lev¬ 
els to optimize yields. 

Mayko says growers need to figure 1 
out the potential profit situation on their 
farm but in general he says “with canola 
at $12/bu, and N costing approximately 
$0.60/lb, for every 10 lbs of N applied, it 
will only take half a bushel/ac of addi¬ 
tional yield to recover that fertilizer 
cost, and any yield above that is pure 
profit.” 

The price of gas and diesel fuel is also 
at near-record prices. Diesel hit a high 
of 124.0 per litre in Viking yesterday 
while gas averaged $114,567 per litre in 
the province.
